The two men she was charged with 
hiring to kill her husband for $5,300 
insurance money followed her in the 
death chamber. They 
were 
Sam 


Faraci and Vincent Saetta who col- 
lected $125 for the murder. 


Anna died with prayers on her 


gasping lips. She died without a 
struggle. She died thinking of her 
three young children, 
Phyllis, 
9; 


Marie. 7; and Frankie, 3. 


Until the end, Anna could 
not 


understand why the law should con- 
sider a murderess, even though she 
admitted knowing her husband was 
-;oing to be killed. 


Before she trudged the fifty steps 


from her death cell to the 
door 


which swings only one way she told 
Warden Lewis E. Lawes about it. 


Didn't Plan Killing: 


"One of those men told me he was 


going to kill my husband," she said 
"I said: "I don't care if you do.' But 
I didn't kill my husband. If I wanted 
to kill him there were plenty of guns 
and dope in my house. I am not 
afraid to die but I am worried about 
my children."

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LONGEVITY FIGURES 


W 


ISCONSIN has made the top score of longevity among the 


eight states for which life tables have so far been computed 


by statisticians of a leading life insurance company for the pe- 
riod 1929-1931. This top score—an average length of life of 
61.51 
years for white males and 64.60 years for white fe- 


males—is held by the Badger state, the statisticians surmise, 
largely because it has a greater proportion of rural population 
that any of the states tabulated. 
It is a common observation 


that on an average, rural districts have a more favorable mor- 
tality than urban. 


In reporting the fine showing made by Wisconsin, the 


statisticians point out that this is still less by several years, than 
the splendid longevity record made by New Zealand, where the 
average man lives 65 years and the average woman 68 years. 


The average length of life for white males in the four 


other east north central states, is: Indiana, 60.04 years; Michi- 
gan, 59.80; Ohio, 59.78, and Illinois, 59.02 years. 
In the pro- 


portion of rural population, Wisconsin leads with 56.3 per 
cent; Michigan, 39.4 per cent, and Illinois, 34.9 per cent. 


It will be seen that, except for the interchange of Ohio and 


Michigan," the insurance company statisticians state, "these two 
orders of rank of the five states are the same, and as regards 
Ohio and Michigan, their expectations of life are so nearly alike 
they could be regarded as practically tied. 


"While in the case of white males there is this close paral- 


lelism between the proportion of rural population and the ex- 
pectation of life, in the case of white females the only such 
parallelism is that Wisconsin heads the list on either basis. 
Nevertheless, from the evidence of the white male population, 
it appears that the state of Wisconsin owes its position of first 
lank in longevity at least in part to the fact that it has a rela- 
tively high proportion of rural population, for, it is a well known 
fact that rural death rates, on the whole, are lower than the 
urban." 


The tabulation of longevity in the Middle Atlantic states, 


reported earlier by the insurance company statisticians, gave 
white males in New Jersey an expectation of life of 58.96 years 
and white females, 62.72 years; white males in New York, 
57.84 years and white females, 61.72 years; and white males in 
Pennsylvania, 57.68 years and white females, 61.35 years. 


THE "ELECTION" IN GERMANY 


As regards that "free election" that Adolf Hitler is arranging for 


August 19, the best comment is the recent statement of Hitler himself, 
that "those who oppose the Nazi regime are enemies of the state." And 
fiitler, as he has now made plain, is "the state." His men will be In com- 
mand of the polls. 


The result, of course, will be announced as a triumphant vindica- 


tion of the chancellor-president's policies. 


Here is a blunt statement of the situation, from Karl H. Von 


Wiegand, best known of all American correspondents in Germany, who 
has covered the stormy history of that country for the last 25 years. 
Writing for Universal Service, he says: 


1. Millions of Catholics, Protestants, Socialists and Communists in 


their hearts really reject him. 


3. The complete and utter isolation, morally and politically, and, 


to a large extent economically, of Germany from the rest of the world. 


3. The pressure of a serious domestic economical situation. 
Those are the factors that speak for a vote against Hitler. But 


there are factors which speak for an overwhelming vote for Hitler. He 
names them: 


1. Fear. 
2. A muzzled press and public opinion. 
3. A campaign for Hitler is permissable, but one against the re- 


quested sanction of the cabinet action is prohibited. 


4. All machinery of the election is in the hands of the govern- 


ment or the Nazi party. 


The world accordingly will watch with cynical amusement that 


"free and secret vote." Other powers will continue strengthening their 
military defenses. German freedom and recovery will be further delayed.

governor by electing his wife, "Ma Ferguson, to his office, thereby es- 
tablishing a precedent which former Governor William Langer, of North 
Dakota, hopes to follow with equal success. If Dakota psychology is 
identical with Texas psychology, Langer's crowd may succeed. 


Convicted under a federal indictment and removed from office by 


• federal court Langer and his clique have brought Mrs. Langer out as a 
candidate to succeed her husband to the governorship. Whether it is 
good .politics or bad the voters will decide on election day. 


It is not uncommon these days for the widow to succeed, either by 


appointment or election, her late husband in public office, even though 
the office is the senate of the United States, but up to this time only the 
Fergusons have "sold" the voters of a large state on the idea of mak- 
ing a wife the political trustee for her deposed husband. 


Should Mrs. Langer be elected it will be accepted as vindication for 


her husband, whereas in reality it may be due to her own ability as a 
politician, to maudlin sentiment, or to dirty politics. Few things in 
politics are what they seem. .

Hull is for world settlement of 


economic 
problems. 
During 
the 


early period of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration he 
found himself a 


lone figure. The 
United States, 


through New Deal measures, was to 
work out Its own problem. The ma- 
jority of New Deal measures were 
accepted by the people as necessary, 
and even as not going far enough, 
were nervertheless nationalistic. 


An unnatural stimulation brought 


on disquietude, unrest, bewilder- 
ment. 
Worse, 
the 
corporations 


which opposed the New Deal (ex- 
cept as to its monopolistic features) 
observed its weaknesses and virtu- 
ally brought it to impotency in its 
social measures. 


Now it seems that the road to 


economic solution will be retraced 
gradually. There can be absolute 
isolation from Europe politically, to 
insure peace, but there can be no 
isolation whatsoever (from any part 
of the world) economically, to bring 
recovery. 


That undoubtedly is the Hull doc- 


trine. Thus the United States may 
follow the course in the end that 
this hesitant, mild, calm, determined 
student of world affairs always had 
in mind.

Though 
Magellan died befo.-i the circum- 
navigation was completed, he suc- 
ceeded where Columbus hud failed 
—in linking of western Europe with 
eastern Asia by direct transit over 
the Western Ocean. 


The circumnavigation of the globe 


was a greater event than the so- 
called discovery of America.

it was accomplished in ships which 
a spy, repoiting to Manuel of Portu- 
gal,

patched up; for I saw them when 
they were beached for repairs . . . 
I went on board them a few times 
and I assure your highness I should 
be ill-inclined to sail in them to the 
Canaries.

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LONGEVITY FIGURES 


W 


ISCONSIN has made the top score of longevity among the 


eight states for which life tables have so far been computed 


by statisticians of a leading life insurance company for the pe- 
riod 1929-1931. This top score—an average length of life of 
61.51 
years for white males and 64.60 years for white fe- 


males is held by the Badger state, the statisticians surmise, 
largely because it has a greater proportion of rural population 
that any of the states tabulated. 
It is a common observation 


that on an average, rural districts have a more favorable mor- 
tality than urban. 


In reporting the fine showing made by Wisconsin, the 


statisticians point out that this is still less by several years, than 
the splendid longevity record made by New Zealand, where the 
average man lives 65 years and the average woman 68 years. 


The average length of life for white males in the four 


other east north central states, is: Indiana, 60.04 years; Michi- 
gan, 59.80; Ohio, 59.78, and Illinois, 59.02 years. 
In the pro- 


portion of rural population, Wisconsin leads with 56.3 per 
cent; Michigan, 39.4 per cent, and Illinois, 34.9 per cent. 


It will be seen that, except for the interchange of Ohio and 


Michigan," the insurance company statisticians state, "these two 
orders of rank of the five states are the same, and as regards 
Ohio and Michigan, their expectations of life are so nearly alike 
they could be regarded as practically tied. 


"While in the case of white males there is this close paral- 


lelism between the proportion of rural population and the ex- 
pectation of life, in the case of white females the only such 
parallelism is that Wisconsin heads the list on either basis. 
Nevertheless, from the evidence of the white male population, 
it appears that the state of Wisconsin owes its position of first 
lank in longevity at least in part to the fact that it has a rela- 
tively high proportion of rural population, for, it is a well known 
fact that rural death rates, on the whole, are lower than the 
urban." 


The tabulation of longevity in the Middle Atlantic states, 


reported earlier by the insurance company statisticians, gave 
white males in New Jersey an expectation of life of 58.96 years 
and white females, 62.72 years; white males in -New York, 
57.84 years and white females, 61.72 years; and white males in 
Pennsylvania, 57.68 years and white females; 61.35 years.

August 19, the best comment is the recent statement of Hitler himself, 
that "those who oppose the Nazi regime are enemies of the state." And 
fiitler, as he has now made plain, Is "the state." His men will be In com- 
mand of the polls. 


The result, of. course, will be announced as a triumphant vindica- 


tion of the chancellor-president's policies. 


Here is a blunt statement of the situation, from Karl H. Von 


Wlegan.d, best known of all American correspondents in Germany, who 
has covered tiie stormy history of that country for the lest 25 years. 
Writing for Universal Service, he says: 


1. Millions of Catholics, Protestants, Socialists and Communists in 


their hearts really reject him. 


2. The complete and utter isolation, morally and politically, and, 


to a large extent economically, of Germany from the rest of the world. 


3. The pressure of a serious domestic economical situation. 
Those are the factors that speak for a vote against Hitler. But 


there are factors which speak for ah overwhelming vote for Hitler. He 
names them: 


1. Fear. 
2. A muzzled press and public opinion. 
3. A campaign for Hitler is permissable, but one against the re- 


quested sanction of the cabinet action is prohibited. 


4. All machinery of the election is in the hands of the govern- 


ment or the Nazi party. 


The world accordingly will watch with cynical amusement that 


"free and secret vote." Other powers will continue strengthening their 
military defenses. German freedom and recovery will be further delayed.

ISCONSIN has made the top score of longevity among the 
eight states for which life tables have so far been computed 
by statisticians of a leading life insurance company for the pe­ 
riod 1929-1931. 
This top score— an average length of life of 
61.51 years for white males and 64.60 years for white fe­ 
males— is held by the Badger state, the statisticians surmise, 
largely because it has a greater proportion of rural population 
that any of the states tabulated. 
It is a common observation 
that on an average, rural districts have a more favorable m or­ 


tality than urban. 
In reporting the fine showing made by Wisconsin, the 
statisticians point out that this is still less by several years, than 
the splendid longevity record made hy New Zealand, where the 
average man lives 65 years and the average woman 68 years. 


The average length of life for white males in the four 
other east north central states, is: Indiana, 60.04 years, Michi­ 
gan, 59.80; Ohio, 59.78, and Illinois, 59.02 years. 
In the pro­ 
portion of rural population, Wisconsin leads with 56.3 per 
cent; Michigan, 39.4 per cent, and Illinois, 34.9 per cent. 
It will be seen that, except for the interchange of Ohio and 
Michigan,” the Insurance company statisticians state, “these two 
orders of rank of the five states are the same, and as regards 
Ohio and Michigan, their expectations of life are so nearly alike 
they could be regarded as practically tied. 
“ While in the case of white males there is this close paral­ 
lelism between the proportion of rural population and the ex­ 
pectation of life, in the case of white females the only such 
parallelism is that Wisconsin heads the list on either basis. 
Nevertheless, from the evidence of the white male population, 
it appears that the state of Wisconsin owes its position of first 
rank in longevity at least in part to the fact that it has a rela­ 
tively high proportion of rural population, for, it is a well known 
fact that rural death rates, on the whole, are lower than the 
urban.” 
The tabulation of longevity in the Middle Atlantic states, 
reported earlier bv the insurance company statisticians, gave 
white males in New Jersey an expectation of life of 58.96 years 
and white females, 62.72 years; white males in New York, 
57.84 years and white females, 61.72 years; and white males in 
Pennsylvania, 57.68 years and white females, 61.35 years.

2. The complete and u tter isolation, morally and politically, and, 
to a large extent economically, of Germ any from the rest of the world. 
3. The pressure of a serious domestic economical situation. 
Those are the factors th at speak for a vote against H itler. 
But 
there are factors which speak for an overwhelming vote for Hitler. 
He 
nam es them : 
1. Fear. 
2. A muzzled press and public opinion. 
3. A campaign for H itler is permissable, but one against the re ­ 
quested sanction of the cabinet action is prohibited. 
4. 
All m achinery of the election is in the hands of the govern­ 
m ent or the Nazi party. 
The world accordingly will watch with cynical am usem ent th at

One will be the consolidation of the 
various "campaign" in some way, 
so that an individual farmer will be 
visited only once a year, and his 
signature secured to a single con- 
tract, instead of two or three. That 
will be a gain.

And 
where there may now be In a single 
county a committee on wheat al- 
lotments, a committee on corn and 
hogs, and a third on tobacco there 
will be only one handling all 
the 


commodities 
under 
contract 
in 


the county.

There will be Important changes 
made in the set-up and methods of 
the AAA within the next six months 
and the outlines of some of them 
are beginning to materialize. 
One will be the consolidation of the 
various "campaign” in some 
way, 
so that an individual farm er will be 
visited only once a year, and his 
signature secured to a single con­ 
tract, instead of two or three. That 
will be a gain.

And 
where there may now be in a single 
county a committee on wheat al­

law." To give our readers a "bird's- 
eye view" of the entire message of 
Amos we quote herewith the chap- 
ter on Amos from "The Gist of the 
Bible Book by Book" by Dr. Alvin 
E. Bell, Toledo, O. 


Amos denied being either "a pro- 


phets or a prophet's son". He was 
a. herdsmen and dresser 
of fruit 


trees, a plain layman of the south- 
ern kingdom of Judah drafted by 
the Lord to preach judgment to the 
northern kingdom of Israel. 


It was the period of great pros- 


perity in the days of Jeroboam II, 
and, as is usually the case, prosper- 
ity bred irreligion rather than god- 
liness. The burden of Amos' mess- 
age is national accountability for 
national sins. God will bring every 
nation into judgment for its atti- 
tude towards him and its treatment 
of humanity. Accordingly, he pro- 
nounces the judgment of God upon 
six surrounding gentile nations for 
the national sins that characterized 
them, 
Finally he dealt with great- 


er severity with the sins of Judah 
and Israel, because they had sin- 
ned against greater privilege and 
clearer light 
than 
their 
gentile 


neighbors had possessed. 


The Keynote Of Judement 


The keynote of his message Is 


struck in 3:1, 2, "Hear this word 
that the Lord hath spoken against 
you, O children of Israel, against 
the whole family which I brought 
up from the land of Egypt, saying, 
'You only have I known of all the 
families of the earth: therefore I 
will punish you for all your iniqui- 
ties." 
Among these Iniquities of 


Israel which he denounces are the 
injustices of the rich to the poor, 
"because they sold the riehteous for

that practically all water which was 
coming down the hill was traveling 
so fast that it was going right past j 
the sewers and down on to Taylor 
'• 


street and down to South Mill. The 
cause of water going down beyond 
the sewers is ol course on account 
of concrete being too high and of 
the same level as the street. 


At very little expense it could be 


lowered a little or tapered off to ex- 
tend out a few inches from the curb 
so the sewer will take the water. 


This condition when eliminated 


will not only do away with many 
washouts on dirt streets but will stop 
the necessity of wading around in 
water in the downtown sections dur- 
ing and after storms.

neighbors had possessed. 


The Keynote Of Judgment 


The keynote of his message is 


struck in 3:1, 2, "Hear this word 
that the Lord hath spoken against 
you, 
O children of Israel, against 


the. whole family which I brought 
up from the land of Egypt, saying, 
'You only have I known of all the 
families of the earth: therefore I 
will punish you for all your Iniqui- 
ties."

Amas denied being either “a pro­ 
phets or a prophet’s son”.

It was the period of great pros­ 
perity in the days of Jeroboam II, 
and, as is usually the case, prosper­ 
ity bred irréligion rather than god­ 
liness. The burden of Amos’ mess­ 
age is national accountability for 
national sins. God will bring every 
nation into judgment for its atti­ 
tude towards him and its treatment 
of humanity. Accordingly, he pro­ 
nounces the judgment of God upon 
six surrounding gentile nations for 
the national sins that characterized 
them. 
Finally he dealt with great­ 
er severity with the sins of Judah 
and Israel, because they had sin­ 
ned against greater privilege and 
clearer light 
than 
their 
gentile 
neighbors had possessed. 
The Keynote Of Judgment 
The keynote of his message is 
struck in 3:1, 2, “Hear this word 
that the Lord hath spoken against 
you, O children of Israel, against 
the whole family which I brought 
up from the land of Egypt, saying, 
*You only have I known of all the 
families of the earth: therefore I 
will punish you for all your iniqui­ 
ties.”

OFFERS SUGGESTION. 
Editor, The News, 
New Castle, Penna. 
I read in Wednesday’s News that 
it will be necessary to do some re­ 
pairing on Taylor ^treet on account 
of a washout due to recent storms. 
In regard to eliminating the ex­ 
pense of repairs in the future, I wish 
to submit the following suggestion: 
Recently, I was caught in a storm 
one afternoon on my way home from 
town. I sought shelter on the east 
side of the building which stands on 
the west side of Pearson street at 
the corner of Pearson and Taylor. 
As the storm was driving from the 
west this building afforded me ex­ 
cellent shelter. 
Being directly in line with the two 
storm sewers on Pearson, I observed 
that practically all water which was 
coming down the hill was traveling 
so fast that it was going right past 
the sewers and down on to Taylor 
street and down to South Mill. The 
cause of water going down beyond 
the sewers is of course on account 
of concrete being too high and of 
the same level as the street. 
At very little expense it could be 
lowered a little or tapered off to ex­ 
tend out a few inches from the curb 
so the sewer will take the water. 
This condition when eliminated 
will not only do away with many 
washouts on dirt streets but will stop 
the necessity of wading around in 
water in the downtown sections dur­ 
ing and after storms.

ALFALFA HAY SAVES MONEY 


FOR DAIRYMAN 


Alfalfa hay contains about two 


and one-half times as much protein 
as timothy hay. 
Alfalfa not only 


contains more timothy but it is of 
higher quality and more digestible. 
Of the 298 pounds of crude protein 
In a ton of alfalfa hay 212 pounds 
are digestible, while in the case of 
timothy only 70 pounds of the 124 
pounds of crude protein are diges- 
tible. Clover hay runs 152 pounds 
digestible out of 256 pounds of crude 
protein and the proportion for mix- 
ed hay is 106 in 190. 


With alfalfa hay or a good mix- 


ture of alfalfa and timothy a dairy- 
man will need only a 16 per cent 
-rotein grain mixture while timothy 
ha- alone a 24 per cent protein mix- 
ture usually is recommended. 


For a 16 per cent mixture the sug- 


gested rate is 1400 pounds of chop, 
200 pounds of bran, 100 pounds of 
•gluten, 150 pounds of cotton seed 


oats or corn and oats, he will need 
to take a cash outlay for only 600 
pounds of every ton of grain mix- 
ture when alfalfa hay is fed, while 
1300 
pounds must 
be 
purchased 


when timothy hay is fed. This will 
mean a saving of about $157.50 for 
a 15 cow herd when alfalfa hay is 
fed.

monia would be a satisfactory ferti- 
lizer for this purpose. A side dress- 
ing at the rate of about 200 to 250 
pounds per acre on or about August 
11 is admissible. If the plants have 
already had a side dressing of nit- 
rogenous fertilizer during May or 
early June, the rate of application 
at this time mgiht be reduced to 
125 or 150 pounds per acre. 


Early applications, about two to 


six 
weeks after 
planting, 
have 


shown their value in encouraging 
the formation of more and earlier 
runner plants. However, the value 
of a side-dressing at this season is 
shown more in the increased num- 
ber and set of flowers than in the 
increased number of plants formed. 


While the results from applying 


fertilizer to strawberries have not 
been entirely consistent, there seems 
to be good reason to expect profit- 
able returns under most Pennsyl- 
vania conditions.

FOR DAIRYMAN 


Alfalfa hay contains about two 


and one-half times as much protein 
as timothy hay. 
Alfalfa not only 
contains more timothy but It is of 
higher quality and more digestible. 
Of the 298 pounds of crude protein 
In a ton of alfalfa hay 212 pounds 
are digestible, while in the case of 
timothy only 70 pounds of the 124 
pounds of crude protein are diges- 
tible. Clover hay runs 152 pounds 
digestible out of 256 pounds of crude 
protein and the proportion for mix- 
ed hay is 10G in 190. 


With alfalfa hay or a good mix- 


ture of alfalfa and timothy a dairy- 
man will need only a 16 per cent 
"rotein grain mixture while timothy 
ha- alone a 24 per cent protein mix- 
ture usually is recommended. 
For a 16 per cent mixture the sug- 


gested rate Is 1400 pounds of chop, 
200 pounds of bran, 100 pounds of 
•gluten, 150 pounds of cotton seed 


meal and 150 pounds of oil meal. 
The 24 per cent protein mixture 
consists of 700 pounds of chop, 200 
pounds bran, 300 pounds of gluten 
feed, 400 pounds of cottonseed meal 
and 400 pounds of oil meal. 


Where a dairyman can grow his 


own chop in the form of barley and 
oats or corn and oats, he will need 
to take a cash outlay for only 600

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SILVER MOVE IS PART OF U. S. MONETARY PLAN 


Presidents Act 


Brings Comment 


Nationalization Of Silver Is 


Part Of Move Backing 


Of Monetary System

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—Na- 


tionalization of silver in the 
United States, proclaimed Thurs- 
day by President Roosevelt, Is 
another step in the govern- 
ment's program to carry out the 
law providing 'or a monetary 
system based on three-fourths 
fold and one-fourth silver. 
Under this program the govern- 


ment will maintain approximately 
$8,000,000.000 in gold and; $2,000,000,- 
000 In silver back of its monetary 
system. Payments Explained. 


Seizure of all silver bullion in the 


country as of August 9, was de- 
termined upon when the world silver 
price approached 50 cents—being 
approximately 49U- cents Thursday. 


The silver, so seized, will be paid 


for at the rate o£ 50.01 cents per 
ounce, according to a statement by 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau. It was explained that this 
price would not violate the terms- of 
the silver purchasing act, which pro- 
hibited silver purchases at prices ex- 
ceeding 50 cents an ounce, because 
the silver so seized would not be 
purchased under; that act but would 
be condemned under the govern- 
ment's right of eminent domain. 
Herman Oliphant, chief counsel of 
r - treasury, explained that under 
the law the treasury can now pur- 
chase these stocks at over 50 cents 


an ounce. However, the purchase of 
newly mined silver will continue for 
the time being, at least, for 64% 
cents, which is also provided in the 
silver purchase act. 
"The only dependable figure as to 


the amount of silver bullion in the. 
country eligible for purchase under 
f . proclamation is 45,000,000 ounces 
in depositories recognized by the sil- 
ver exchange," Oliphant said.

that vast space. Since then it has 
been determined that there are 
thousands of these little bodies, the 
development of the photographic

asteroids. Just how the planet met 
its fate is a matter of conjecture, 
but it is quite possible that it wan- 
dered close to Jupiter and was shat- 
tered by the tidal forces of that 
great planet. In the early days of 
the system it must be remembered 
that the orbits of the planets were 
not nearly as circular as they are 
now, which would make the event 
quite possible.

The Red Cross annu- 
ally teaches thousands of personi 
these methods of rescue. If possible

Never dive Into water that you do 
not know. First wade or jump into 


it feet first to ascertain its depth 
and whether it is free from wreck­ 
age. For diving, water should be at 
least six feet deep. 
Do not enter the water until two 
hours after eating—and thus avoid 
stomach cramps. 
When you try to beat your last 
summer’s long distance record, be 
professional. Have a boat accompa­ 
ny you. This Is the practice of ex­ 
perts. 
Train for a long swim. Don’t ex­ 
pect to swim a mile at the beginning 
of the season. Test your powers 
carefully, adding a little distance 
each day and when you begin to feel 
tired always come out of the water. 
If you are caught in an undertow 
do not lose your head, even if you 
do lose your balance. The force of 
the water will bring you safely to 
the surface If you do not struggle 
against it. 
When your canoe tips over, hang 
on to it until someone comes to help 
you, or you can paddle with it to 
shore. Remember that a canoe never 
sinks. It is the amateur canoeist 
who leaves the overturned craft and 
strikes out for shore. The good ca­ 
noeist hangs on because he knows 
that it will keep him afloat or that 
he can swim with it to a safe land- 
ing. 
Here Is the expert method of res­ 
cuing the drowning: Row a boat, 
throw a buoy, or go yourself and 
tow the victim to safety. If you are 
not trained in life saving, never dive 
to the rescue of a person unless you 
know how you are going to get back
